6. Liability to serve on any Defence Service or post connected with the Defence 
of India.

If no 
mention is made about this in the written explanation, it would be presumed 
that he does not desire a personal hearing. 

If no cause is shown against the action proposed to be taken within one menth 
of issue of this notice or the owner concerned if any does not appear before the 
Adjudicating Officer, when the case is posted for hearing the case will be decided 
ex-parte on its own merits,

List of Allegations against the owner concerned. 


1. On 20th December, 1988 the Customs and Central Excise Officers recovered 
817 pieces of large size radiant yarn of Japanese origin contained in 4 tins (two 
tins being already loaded on Truck No. 8203 U. S. Q- and two tins were about to 
be loaded on the said truck) while the truck was parked in front of Transport 
Station, Gorakhpur-Lucknow forwarded Agency Barhani. In his statement dated 
20th December, 1968 recorded by the Customs and Central Excise Officers Shri 
Faqrool Hasan, Manager Transport Gorakhpur-Lucknow Forwarding Agency has 
stated that these 4 tins said to contain "DESHI GHEE" were booked vide G.S.R. 
No. 24328 dated 30th November, 1968 for Lucknow in the name of one Shri Tej 
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Ram Aganval whom he does not know. On search by the Customs and Central 
Excise Officers on 20th December, 1908, these very tins were found to have 
contained as aforesaid 317 pieces of contraband radiant yam of Japanese origin. 

2. The above goods were seized under Section 110 of the Customs Act, 1962 
In the reasonable belief that these third country goods imported by Nepal were 
smuggled into India from Nepal in contravention of the provisions of Notification 
No. 78/F. No, 80/83/65-L C.I. dated 19th June, 1965 issued under section 11 of 
the Customs Act, 1962. 

3. The said Shri Tej Ram Agarwal could not be traced out for want of his 
address and no body has come forward so far to claim the goods. And as such 
the goods have been treated as un-claimed. 

4: The owner concerned is also informed that the aforesaid goods have been 
seized in the reasonable belief that they are smuggled one and the burden of 
proving it otherwise lies on him as contemplated under section 123 of the Customs 
Act, 1962.

4. Method of Recruitment, Age Limit, Qualifications etc. — The method of re- 
cruitment to the said posts age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications.— (1) No person who has more than one wile living or who, 
having a spouse living marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of Its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to the said posts. 

( 2 ) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said posts. 
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(S) The Central Government may, if it is satisfied that there are sufficient 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power tc Relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient to do so, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

Provided that the upper age limits specified in column 6 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed in the case of candidates (belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes, or other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders of the Central Government Issued from time to time.
